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FINAL  ACT 


The  Third  Inter^American  Travel  Congress  (San  Carlos  de  Bariloche,  Argen- 
tina,  1949)  agreed  that  the  next  Congress  of  the  series  should  be  held  in  Lima, 
Peru I and  on  January  I6,  1952,  the  Council  of  the  Organization  of  American 
States  formally  classified  the  Fourth  Inter^American  Travel  Congress  as  an 
Inter“»American  Specialized  Conference o In  view  of  these  antecedents  and  under 
the  terms  of  Article  S3  of  the  Charter  of  the  OAS,  the  Oeneral  Secretariat  of 
the  said  Organization  was  charged  with  the  task  of  transmitting  the  convocation 
to  the  Fourth  Congress  and  inviting  the  governments  of  the  Member  States  of  the 
Organization  to  accredit  their  respective  delegations,  with  instructions  to 
meet  at  Lima  from  April  12  to  April  20,  1952e  The  list  of  delegations  thus  ac- 
credited is  as  follows!

In  accordance  with  the  established  procedure  of  the  Organization  of 
American  States,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Inter=-American  Economic  and 
Social  Council  drew  up  the  Regulations  and  Agenda  of  the  Congress,  and  these 
documents  were  approved  by  the  Economic  and  Social  Council  in  resolutions 
adopted  on  January  24,  and  February  21,  1952,  respectivelyo 

Articles  6 and  11  of  the  Begulations  entrusted  the  designation  of  the 
Provisional  President  and  the  Secretary  General  of  the  Congress  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Peru,  That  government  accordingly  appointed,  as  Provisional  President, 
Mr,  Eduardo  Dibds  Dammert,  Chaiman  of  the  Organizing  Committee  of  the  Con- 
gress (the  said  Committee  being  composed  of  the  administrative  officers  of  the 
Touring  y Automdvil  Club  del  Pen!);  and,  as  Secretary  General,  Mr,  Ricardo 
Palma  Silva,  Secretary  of  the  Organizing  Committee  and  Managing  Director  of 
the  aforesaid  Club, 

At  the  preliminary  meeting  attended  by  the  Chairmeri  of  the  delegations 
and  held  on  Saturday,  April  12,  1952,  from  10  o'clock  to  llg25  in  the  morning, 
in  the  Library  of  Lima’s  City  Hall,  the  participants  proceeded  to  elect  the 
Permanent  President  of  the  Congress,  in  compliance  with  Article  5 of  the  Reg- 
ulations, Mr,  Eduardo  Dibds  Dammert,  Chairman  of  the  Peruvian  Delegation,  was 
nominated  as  President  by  Mr,  Eugenio  Martinez  Thddy,  Chairman  of  the  Uruguayan 
Delegation,  and  elected  by  acclamation.
